1 BROOKHAVEN, Miss., Feb. 
10.—Eli 


iPigot, a negro who assaulted Miss Wil- 
liams, a young white woman near here, 
several weeks ago. was early today tak- 
en from the custody of the Jackson mili- 
tary company and n posse of deputies 
nnd hanged from a telegraph pole within 
less than '100 yards of the court house. 


He was to have been tried today for 


his crime. 
The Military company and 


the posRC were overpowered by a mob of 
-more than thousand citizens. 
Several 


shots were fired during the melee and 
two members of the niob were wounded. 


Pigot reached Brookhaven from Jack- 


eon shortly after seven o'clock in cus- 
tody of Sheriff Frank Greer, and under 
armed escort of the capital light guards, 
ordered into servie by Gov. Noel to pro- 
'tect the negro during the trial. 


Soldiers Use Guns. 


When the soldiers and negro alighted 


from the train, the mob surged around 
them nnd a fierce hand to fight ensued. 
The soldiers clubbed the members of thn 
jnob with their guns. 


The fight lasted five minutas and the 


military started with the prisoner to 
the court house, when the mob rein- 
forced mid reorganized made 
another

prisoner, 
drugged.

tempt nt concealment was made, not a 
man in the mob wearing a mask. The 
first attempt to take the negro from 
the military proved futile, the soldiers 
beating the members of the mob back 
with the butts of their rifles and taking 
up the march to the court house. Be- 
fore the court house was reached, how- 
ever, the mob, which was now much lar- 
ger, entirely surrounded 
the 
soldiers 


and swept down upon them. 


Two Men Wounded. 


The command was given to fire by 


the captain of the military company 
•md two men of the mob dropped, but 
Ui« soldiers were by this time swept 
from their feet and the 
negro 
was 


dragged away from them. Judge Wilk- 
enson, who was to have presided at the 
negro's trial witnessed the lynching, but 
was powerless to prevent the mob from 
carrying out its purpose.

with the soldi1-™ were Joseph Cole of 
Brookhaven, nnil an unidentified farmer. 
Neither of, them is seriously wounded. 


Captain A, L. Sairlcy, commanded the 


Jackson company which had in its ranks 
nbount thirty two men. He reported 
the affair to the governor.

It is 
estimated that no less than 20,000 people 
were striving at one time to make their 
way into the cathedral. The police and 
the gendarmes made futile 
efforts 'to 


drive this mass back from the portals. It 
was quite impossible to even hold the 
people in check. The surging multitude 
thrust the police to one side and forced 
in a side door .to the cathedral through 
which it poured into the main edifice. 


Cavalry finally was summoned to dis- 


perse the crowd and fonpd it necessary 
to charge before the people could move 
them. There were no casualties.

pardon of each and every man in prison 
for political offense.

000 men.. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—The plate, slab 


and structural mills of the Illinois Steel 
company, in Soutli Chicago, which have 
been practically shut down for several 
weeks, opened today, giving employment 
to 2,000 men. Before the end of the 
week, according to W. A. Field, the gen- 
eral superintendent of the works, 5,000 
more men will be put at work. 


VOTE ON CAR REDUCTION BILL.

ALFALFA FOR DAIRY COWS. 


Value Lies in its High Proportion of Di- 


gestible Protein. 


D. H. Otis, professor of animal nutri- 


tion at the college of agriculture at the 
University of Wisconsin, has just com- 
pleted a s'pecial study of the value of al- 
falfa as a feed for dairy cows. An ex- 
periment 
which he conducted showed 


that young cows not giving milk can be 
kept in good condition during the win- 
ter and gain from 1.25 to 1.5 pounds per 
day when fed nothing but alfalfa liny. 


"In composition alfalfa is nearly, if not 


(|uite, equal to bran, pound for pound," 
says Professor Otis, o.iscusoing its nu- 
tritive value. "The excellent 
feeding 


value of alfalfa lies in its high content 
of digestible protein. With an average 
yield of four tons .alfalfa will produce 
8SO pounds of digestible protein per acre. 
If this amount of protein is supplied 
from oil meal, which is usually purchas- 
ed for its protein content, it would re- 
quire 1.5 tons, which would cost at pres- 
ent $(52.50. 


"A summary of feeding trials with 


dairy cows' shows that alfalfa, cnn be 
made to take the place of at least one- 
half of the grain usually fed our dairy 
cows, and as the nutrients needed by 
dairy cows can be produced much more 
cheaply with alfalfa than with grain, the 
cost of producing milk may ic greatly 
reduced by its use. 
^ 


"The cash returns from feeding this 


crop at the various experiment stations 
range from SLO to S'20 per ton. With 
four tons.per acre, these figures show ex- 
cellent returns from the bind devoted to 
alfalfa. 
A conservative estimate would 


indicate that' the Wisconsin dairy farm- 
er can increase his profits from M to 75 
per cent by a liberal, but judicious, use 
of alfalfa grown upon his own farm.

which Michigabee put in 
his 


pouch. Becoming tired on their way, 
they built a lire nenr the roadside 'and1

down. The bottle broke 
in

pouch, and Michigabce's clothes became 
saturated 
with alcohol. Coming 
into 


close contact with the fire the flames 
caught his clothes. "His companion be- 
ing too much under the influence of li- 
quor to render any assistance, the body 
was burned to a:crisp.

LISBON, Feb. S.—The funeral ser- 


vices over tho bodies of King Carlos and 
his son Luis, crown prince of Portugal, 
who were shot to death a week ago to- 
day on the Praca Do Commercio in this 
city were held iu the church of San Vin- 
cente early this irfternoon. The ceremon- 
ies were simple but impressive, and the 
final act in the bloody tragedy of Feb. 1, 
was carried to a close without any im- 
.oward incident. 


All the governments of Europe and 


America were represented 
by 
special 


missions. 


The day was one on which the Portu- 


guesc people united in prayer for their 
murdered king and prince. 


Oppression, real or fancied, the restric- 


tion of liberty, the bitter clash of party, 
sinister intrigue, 
merciless 
vengeance 


seemed all to have been abandoned for 
the moment at least, as the nature pre- 
pared for the funeral. This was the day 
if the burial of £heir royal dead—the 
day also of the burial of fellow Roman 
Catholics—and following the cust-om of 
Roman Catholics, the people wished to 
join in some way in the solemn mass 
which WAS offered up for the spiritual 
welfare of Carlos and his son. 


Peas»nts Crowd Streets. 


The streets were thronged with people. 


They poured in from the country, from 
towns of the provinces and from nearby 
citiea, some by trains, some by carriages 
or by cart and many on foot. 
In the 


crowd were large numbers 
of 
simple 


peasants and tradesmen from the pro- 
vinces who knew or cared nothing of po- 
litical strife, but wished only to mourn 
the dead leaders. 


Avoid Scene of Murder. 


The route of march between, the palace 


and the ohurch was densely lined by the 
mourning people. 
One point, however, 


was carefully avoided by the superstit- 
ious Portuguese; this was the spot oc 
the Praca Do Commerce, where the cold 
blooded murders were committed last 
Saturday. Had it not been for the pres- 
ence of a cavalry picket this part of the 
Praca would have beuu absolutely de- 
serted. 


Final View of Dead. 


While the cortege was being organized, 


the members of the royal family took 
their last view1 of their dead nt the pal- 
ace. Prayers were . said in 
the 
royal 


chapel by the priests, and then the two 
coffins were carried out, the king, the 
two queens and the duke of 
O'Porto 


marching behind. Manuel was clad in 
the uniform of a midshipman. The two 
queens who were robed in the mourning 
garb of English 
widows, their

cloaks covered by a long veil, carried; as 
did the king, tali lighted candles. They 
left the coffins at the. portals of the 
palace.

There arc about 250 
town and village mutual companies, but 
these are not required to pay a. fee to the 
state, because. they are organized under 
a different law than the stock compan 
ics. 


Many Receive Licenses. 


Thc lire insurance companies operating 


in the state make a report to the first 
of January each year and secure a license 


pon payment of their taxes in February. 


Over 100 of I he stock companies have li- 
censes, and thc others will receive their 
permits within n week, as aoon as the 
commissioner of insurance can examine 
the statements of the. companies. Just 
twenty ot the twenty-nine, fire insurance 
companies from foreign countries have 
filed. 


Under the law of the state is that if 


the company has heavy losses the tax of 
the state is proportionately lower and 
there are. several companies which hud 
such heavy losses this year, they were re- 
quired to pay no tnx n,t all. Most of the 
200 companies pay a. larger tux this year 
than lust year. There are nine, companies 
from Wisconsin that operate and pay a 
fee on thu gross premiums of the fire, in- 
surance.

vented to relieve

wrongful acts from making restitution, 
the strengthening by congress of present 
corrective laws, all are subjects forcibly 
and certainly most ably treated., It may 
be stated he favors legalizing railroad 
turffie associations, but not pooling of 
earnings. 


He is not writing or speaking to curry 


favor with any interest. In fact he 
speaks but for justice to all. He would

The verdict taking with, it 
confine- 


ment in the New York state criminal 
asylum at Matteawan until released by 
;he opinion of the state medical com- 
mission that the murderer could be safa- 
y released, will 'Satisfy the majority 
vote undoubtedly, and if this same m»- 
ority could have the say, Thaw certain- 
y would never be released by the state 
medical board. It must be believed by 
most men and women that those subject 
to such fits of rage need careful seclu- 
sion from their fellow men, and as to 
this particular case, released, apparent- 
y there might not arise during the rest 
of hia life any circumstance to excite his 
red killing blood corpuscles, but who 
knows? 


One of his appetite for rapid life, for 


sensationalisms in living, having once 
slain, may slay again. He is roost like- 
ly as sane as any person when not ex- 
cited by passing events, and undoubted- 
ly after the killing of White, the red 
murder corpuscles retired from activity 
and he became sane.

The release of this Thaw following 


the verdict of acquittal but insane at 
moment of commission of.deed, would 
have been unsatisfying. Tho country 
has seen too tnany of such verdicts, 
travesties on justice. So that likely most 
people will be fairly satisfied with the 
verdict standing as it did for commit- 
ment of the prisoner to the criminal asy- 
.ura for the. insane until pronounced cur- 
ed, and no danger of returns of the stu- 
phorus melancholia or acutis insanitia 
microbe. Again presupposing the insan- 
ity microbe would not return until the 
occasion ai-rived producing and inciting 
it to killing activity, yet a residence in 
the seclusion of the celebrated Mattea- 
wan criminal insane asylum for a term 
of years whore no vestige whatever of 
the horrifying exhibits as shown by Illi- 
nois state institutions can possibly en- 
ter, and amid real comforts, books, pic- 
tures, the conventional dress of every- 
body, inmates and asylum officials, may 
render thereafter innocuous and danger- 
ous inicrobs-5 of the blood. 


To release Thaw in a few months 


would not be satisfactory at all. 
Per- 


haps three to five years of secluded life 
in. this prison, maybe even ten, would 
make an entirely new man of a man of 
the degenerate type. 


TBOTKCT THE FUBUO 


The awful disaster at Boyertown, Pa., 


has plainly caused no commotion except 
among the families of the poor victims, 
the dead and the living maimed. Other- 
wise the country is absolutely unim- 
pressed us far as can be noticed. It is 
true there is a little flurry as to moving 
pictures but this will not last, as official 
forgetfulness will soon forget all about 
it. 


Comments from the-city papers have 


been made on this holocaust but it is not 
in evidence, at least, if so, much has not 
been published, that the places of enter- 
tainment in the cities have been made 
all safe, even as to complying with the 
terms of the law outwardly. Then we 
know as to exits, as to fire curtains, as 
to other things, but who is certain if 
the exits are always unlocked, if fire 
escapes are at hand and accessible. With- 
out straining very much it might be as- 
serted, many things are taken for grant- 
ed just as are fire escapes for Racine 
school houses. The law requires them, 
but where are they? 


The New York Globe in commenting 


later, after this Boyertown murder cose, 
for what cine was it, said: ''There are 
thousands of small cities, towns and 
villages throughout the country where 
similar lire traps are regularly used for 
public entertainments, and where chance, 
in the guise of a careless child or adult, 
may at any moment precipitate such an- 
other horror as that of Boyertown. 
The 


lives of the people in these settlements 
are just as precious as those of tho 
dwellers, in large cities, where every pre- 
caution is taken by the inhabitants to 
protect themselves from being burned to 
death in their places of public congrega- 
tion. There is little excuse for the coun- 
try town's criminal carelessness in such 
matters, for the halls and 'opera houses' 
could be made relatively safe at small 
expense by keeping them on the first 
floor and simply multiplying exits." 


But is this paper sure that in the large 


cities people attending public places are 
absolutely safe, though of course in any 
crowded auditorium even provided with 
ample exits, that is, if such are left 
open for exit, yet scares are likely to 
come, and in these the panic stricken 
crowd do a lot of damage among them- 
selves. How often is it that some Chi- 
cago paper does not have an item to the 
effect some one has secured an injunc- 
tion ngainst the city enforcing some or- 
dinance for the protection ,of human life, 
and some big merchants have.been guil- 
ty of this means of saving a few dol- 
lars, with public opinion absolutely and 
profoundly indifferent. As a mutter of 
fact arc the fire ordinances strictly nnd 
literally enforced ia the cities'! In how 
many cities have citizens taken out in- 
junctions against the 
enforcement of 


protective ordinances, and in how many 
others does official indifference permit 
protective lawn to be part way carried 
out, indifferently enforced, and the re- 
quired saving work equally not up to 
scheduled requirements. In how many 
crowded auditoriums do the police en- 
force the ordinances as to people stand- 
ing, in the exits, in the aisles, and oth- 
erwise crowding the public places of en- 
tertainment beyond their legal limits. 


As to the smaller places of entertain- 


._.....,, vciLituiiy tuey should be required 
to be made just as safe as the larger 
ones, for no man may know when some- 
thing may go wrong, or a panic seize 
the audience. 


OCR FOREIGN TRADE 


An item sent out not long since by a 


Washington correspondent conveyed the 
intimation the government 
felt 
some 


concern over the lessening of the imports 
and consequently 
revenue. This after 


giving some figures on manufactured'ex- 
ports at $207,179,430 and imports at $02,- 
288,771, said: 


"Our exports increased over $17,000,- 


000'compared with the $100,398,997 sent 
abroad in 1000, while our imports fell 
from $134,349,760 in 1906. The great de- 
crease in imports has. presented a prob- 
lem because of the curtailment in reven- 
ues.

The provision for an exclu- 
sive commission seems to be excluded, 
but with the requirement the secretary 
of the treasury shall decide. 


The currency increases arc to be ap- 


portioned to the several divisions of the 
country and banks will take pro rata on 
their requests for "more circulation, but 
in case some districts do not apply, this 
share 
may 
be apportioned 
to 
other 


places. Tho treasury is to maintain a 
stock of notes on hand ready for immed- 
iate use, only needing, it is presumed, 
signatures. It is uncertain as to the 
utilization of railroad bonds, but the 
changes proposed appear to be the inclu- 
sion only of such roads as comply with 
the" law as to returns to the interstate 
commission in all particulars and have 
paid dividends for a prescribed number of 
years. If railroad bonds are used, such 
can only be utilized up to seventy-live 
per cent of the par value and as to mu- 
nicipals up to ninety per cent. 


There are no indications that 
any 


amendments providing for any asset na- 
ture can get through and the amend- 
ments, judging from the current tone of 
comment, may only be upon the line of 
limitations or enlarging of the bond fea- 
ture and the percentage of note issues 
based on value of class of bonds per- 
mitted. There may be something as re- 
gards redemption, as to divisions of ter- 
ritory, as to the railroad feature nnd 
taxation, but everything would indicate 
tho essential features as to the security 
of the note circulation will be retained.

Ben Bones, Who Killed Puma, Tells of 


Geography's Misrepresentation. 


Editor Daily Journal: It is down in 


the historical records in Madison that 
but three, pumas, or panthers, were ever 
killed in Wisconsin, the third and last 
one credited to B. R. Bones of Racine. 
It 
happened in 1863, up Black 
River 


about 80 miles from La Crosse and 40 
miles above the last settler, in the grand 
est forest in the state: 1 was following 
n ridge parallel with and back from the 
river nnd some ravens were making a 
great racket on the river flat; their trou- 
ble was that a panther had killed a big 
buck and did not care to divide meat 
with them. He had winded me and tried 
to get away, but had to crop a small 
open space in the timber; it was » long 
shot and but-a second to shoot, but the 
bullet cut him through the kidneys; he 
dropped and immediately sunk his teeth 
into his back where the bullet struck 
him; his trot, one foot over the other 
and the swish of hin tail before he got 
the shot, were precisely that of a great 
cat. 
He was gorged with venison of the 


fattest, 'having eaten a whole ham. I 
found the deer and studied the whole sit- 
uation which was very plain: He had 
dropped from a low hemlock onto the 
doer's back, far enough back to escape 
the horns, then swinging hie hind legs 
under to the flank, in a few kicks di»em- 
boweled the 
buck; the entrails 
were 


strung over the brush before he fell; the 
first 
strokes 
of those powerful 
hind 


claws left their size in strips of hide and 
flesh on the ground. The deer wan down 
in fifteen rods from where the panther 
had lit on him. He did not commence to 
e.a-t where the Hank was in ribbons, but 
preferred clean hum. .

school geography showing a puma kill- 
ing a deo.r in an impossible way. I have 
also seen pictures where the panther hat 
a buck by tho throat. They arc ftboul 
as bad as that story of a wolf bitinj 
through the ribs to pincli the heart.

u. puma took a buck by the throat, those 
front teeth would go through him likr 
javelins und how about the horns? I 
Mr. Puma lit on his buck within reach 
of the horns he would not stay there 
long enough to kick once. About the 
panther stories of our forbears, "The 
race of yore that danced our infancy up 
on their knee." I am afraid that the;

That room is carpeted, and 
from the fact that not a trace of fire ex- 
stu there, it is believed that the chili 
ran to the kitchen as soon as the flames 
began to burn his little body. The first 
thing that met her sight was the black- 
ened body lying on the kitchen floor with 
the face to the floor and the arms out- 
stretched as though the child had been 
attempting to fight the flames. She im- 
mediately lifted the body from the floor, 
and when she saw that life was extinct, 
ran to the 
door and screamed. 
Her 


screams soon brought the neighbors to 
the house and the police were telephoned 
for. Tne coroner, Jonas Hoyle, was on 
the scene soon after and impaneled a 
jury. 


Door of Heater Left Open. 


While the mother was partly composed 


the Journal representative learned that 
she had dressed the boy fully before she 
went to the neighbor's to telephone. At 
the time of the accident he wore a white 
starched dress and a white petticoat be- 
sides the shoes and stockings. The door 
of the heater was left partly open, the 
mother said, iio that the fire would not 
get too hot. On several occasions, she 
said, the stove had become so overheat- 
ed that the wall paper haa become ignit- 
ed und burned. For that reason she kept 
the door of the stove partly open. The 
ivhite starched dress must have ignited 
quickly and burned rapidly as did also 
the light petticoat underneath. 


Fell on His Face. 


The floor in the kitchen is about six 


inches lower than that iu the sitting 
room where the stove is located, and it is 
believed that the child in running out of 
the sitting room tripped and fell to the 
kitchen flcor on account of this difference 
in the level of the floors of the two 
rooms. This could be seen from the posi 
tion of the body which was lying fuci 
downward on the floor with its arms 
spread out wide as though in the act of 
protecting its face from injury in coming 
hi contact with the bare kitchen floor. 
The face of tlic child was badly burned 
with the exception of the forehead. Tho 
curly light colored locks of hair which 
covered the head were not burned to any 
extent which shows also that the body 
was not in an upright position for any 
great length of time. From all appear- 
ances the child ran out into the kitchen 
as aoon us its clothing became ignited 
and fell on the floor where the life was 
smothered by the flames. Not a trace of 
fire was to be seen on the kitchen floor, 
but portions of the charred clothing was 
scattered about the. floor close to 
the 


blackened body. 


Mother Lived With Brother. 


Little information could be 
secured 


from the mother regarding her circum- 
stances, but it was learned that She was 
living in. the small cottage with her baby 
boy and her brother, being divorced some 
time ago from her husband. She is in 
poor circumstances and the city is ex- 
pected to take charge of the remains ol 
the child and see that they are buried 
properly. The remains were taken to the 
Thronson Furniture company morgue oil 
Fifth street where they were examinee 
by the coroner's jury.
